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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Haneda (US 
2003/0133506) as set forth in the previous office action dated 05/09/2008. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments fded 07/09/2008 regarding to the Haneda reference have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that given the teachings of Haneda, Applicants are at a loss as to 
why the Examiner has cited this document against the claims of the subject application. The 
present application discloses determining a reference picture for a current field macroblock. 
Nowhere, whatsoever, does Haneda disclose determining a reference picture for a current field 
macro block. 

Haneda discloses a decoder (102 of fig. 2) for decoding I, P, and B pictures and storing 
the decoded I, P, and B pictures in the memories (103-105 of fig. 2), which indicates that I, P, B

pictures are determined to be decoded. Haneda further discloses the decoder (2 of fig. 2) decodes 
BO frame and Bl frame (fig. IB) and the decoded B pictures are in the 12 B-Picture Memory (12 
B-PICTURE MEMORY of fig. 1A) according to the index number (INDEX NUMBER of fig. 
1A) for a current filed macroblock (TOP DATA IN SLCIES #0 AND #1 of fig. 1A), this 
indicates the determination of the BO and Bl pictures during decoding process. In view of the 
discussion above, Haneda clearly anticipates the claimed invention. 

Applicant's arguments, see the remarks, pages 5 and 6, filed 07/09/2008, with respect to 
Gonzales reference have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection based on 
Gonzales has been withdrawn.
